Gliders And Air Transport 
Planes Drop Troops Garbed 
In Uniform Of New Zealand 


LONDON, 
Winston Churchill announced today 
1500 German troops landed in 
Crete by parachute, glider and air- 
craft transports and started a great | 
attack which the British military ' 
now report is “in hand.” 


Churchill said the German troops 
were dressed in the uniforms of New 
Zealand soldiers when they drop-| 
ped upon Crete from the sky and 
landed from their gliders and troop- | 
carrying junkers. 

Churchill said a great battle was 


raging in Crete and that the Ger-, 


mans had attempted to capture Ma- 
lemi but so far have not succeeded. 

Churchill said he had received a 
report from Crete timed at 3 p. m. 
which said the Germans were con- 
tinuing sporadic bombing and ma- 
chine gun attacks, chiefly against 
British anti-aircraft defenses. 

Churchill revealed the German 
forces had captured a military hos- 
pital between Canea and Malemi 
but said the hospital had been re- 
taken by Greco-British defense 
forces. 

“It is reported that there is a 
fairly strong enemy party near the 
Canea-Malemi Road which is not 
yet mopped up but the other par- 
ties are accounted for,’ Churchill 
told the House of Commons.

Germany opened her battle for 
the riches of the middle east and 
control of the Suez Canal today 
with a parachutist attack upon the 
strategic island of Crete. 

British and Greek forces station- 
ed on the vital island 70 miles off 
the Greek coast fought back, it was 
reported, but London dispatches 
seemed to hint that the Nazi as- 
sault might be in sufficient force to 
overwhelm the comparatively small 
Greco-British garrisons.

The OCD, which will give ev- 
ery man, woman and child an 
opportunity to do his or her 
“bit” for the defense effort, will 
be organized under the Office 
of Emergency Management on a 
strictly voluntary basis, the 
President said. Laguardia will 
arrive in Washington tomorrow 
to get the program under way.

An echo of the California gold 
rush came bouncing down from 
Fruit Ridge this week. 

It wasn’t a report of a gold dis- 
covery there. 

No. It was a statement that the 


Monterey pine trees which grow so 
well in Australia that the rapidity 
with which they mature is an item 
of especial interest to foresters, are 
believed to have been started “down 
under” by California miners going 
to the Australia gold rush. 

This suggestion was advanced by 
M. R. Jacobs, of the Commonwealth 
(of Australia) Forest Service, who 
was a Visitor at the Institute of 
Forest Genetics. Mr. Jacobs, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Jacobs, stopped at 
the Institute for several days en- 
route home from a year’s leave of 
absence which he has spent at 
Yale University, engaged in re- 
search in connection with his can- 
didacy for a Doctor of Philosophy 
degree. 

The visitor was especially inter- 
ested in the introduced conifers in 
the large arboretum at the insti- 
tute, which has the largest collec- 
tion of conifers in the world.

First, the poultry specialists of

|hen has to have enough feed to 
| meet most of her own body require- 
; ments before she can use feed for 
| making eggs. So the more a hen 
eats above her own maintenance 
requirements, the more material she 
has for making eggs. 

Poultrymen say that to get a hen 
to eat a lot of feed her diet has to 
be well balanced. She must get 
enough of all the different kinds of 
feed she needs. 

Farmers who want detailed in- 
formation on feeding chickens can 
get it from their state college, or 
from the department of agriculture 
at Washington, D. C. 

As for handling cows, the dairy 
specialists say the first thing to 
ido is to sell to the butcher cows 
that aren’t. the milking kind. Then 
feed the remaining cows all the feed 
they can profitably make into milk 
and cream.

Nazis May Discover

SOUTH AMERICA has 
coasts as well as east 
Our amateur strategists don’t 
seem to think of that. I sup- 
pose our navy 
p r ofessionals 
have an inkling 
of the fact, but 
our news com- 
mentators, most 
of them never 
having been 
south of the Rio 
Grande, appar- 
ently don’t un- 
derstand it. 
| Their thesis is 
that, if Ger- 
many gets con- 
trol of the west 
African conti- 

nental bulge into the Atlantic, Un- 

cle Sam will be in an awful fix— 
it'll be a fearful job for him to keep 
open his line of communications 
with our New World neighbors 
from the Equator on down to Cape 

Horn. 

These yarns are in print every 
day or two. I've just been reading 
one 

The author has it all~reasoned 
out. Africa does, indeed, bulge out 
into the Atlantic in South Ameri- 
ca’s direction and South America 
bulges out into the same ocean in 
the direction of Africa. 

At the western extremity of the 
African bulge is the French port 
of Dakar. France being pretty well 
under Herr Hitler’s thumb, it’s con- 
ceivable that the Nazis will suc- 
ceed in establishing a Dakar base. 

Against the opposition of the 
British navy, they hardly will be 
able to do it by sea, but maybe, by 
getting- through European France, 
occupying Spain, capturing Gibral- 
tar, scooting aerially across the 
narrow strait, establishing them- 
selves on the African side and tra- 
versing the bulge to the south- 
westward overland, they'll arrive 
at their Dakar destination. It’ll be 
a mean trip, but not necessarily an 
impossibility. 

. What About Our Navy? 

It may be, the alarmists admit, 
that we could crack the bottleneck 
if we could concentrate big naval 
and air forces against it, but our 
navy, at least, won’t be in a posi- 
tion to leave the Pacific, due to 
Japan. So how the heck, the alarm- 
ists ask, can we attend to that 
South American east coast ? 

Now, I've got a suggestion of 
my own. I don*t know whether or 
not the east coast will be as bad as 
the alarmists think, but assume 
the affirmative. What's the matter, 
then, with the shipment of trans- 
portloads of Yankees down the 
west coast. which the Nazis can’t 
get at to save their lives, land them 
at Valparaiso and shoot them 
across the continent to the east 
coast? It’s only an overnight trip 
from coast to coast and the rail- 
road accommodations are first 
class. 

Another thing, I don’t believe 
those Latin Americans are as Fifth 
Columnized as the alarmists think 
—and I spent six years in their 
midst, in the newspaper business. 
I've a daughter and two grandchil- 
dren who were born on that east 
coast, and I ought to be a fair 
guesser. 

There are some German colonies 
there, and they are a trifle bother- 
some, like our bunds, but they are 
kept tolerably effectively repressed. 
And Latin America has got sume 
dictators, but they want to do their 
own dictating--not to be dictated 
to from Berlin. 

Let the Germans try to get sassy 
with them, and, if they need “Yan- 
qui” help to put a stop to it, I'll 
venture that they'll welcome us 
with open arms-—so long as we 
don't try to get sassy, too.

Warfare in the middle east coin- 
cided with an official German re- 
port that the Egyptian liner, Zam- 
zam, has been sunk but that all 
Passengers and crew—including 142 
Americans—were saved by a Ger- 
man vessel. 

The Nazi report said that the 
Zamzam passengers are safe some- 
where in occupied territory. Appar- 
ently the liner fell victim to a Ger- 
man surface raider in the South 
Atlantic but the Berlin report did 
not state this specifically. 

The attack on Crete was over 70 
miles of open water, three times 
the distance which the Germans 
must cross to reach Britain at the 
marrowest reaches of the English 
Channel.
